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Upland and police

Renewed bargaining talks were 
scheduled today with Upland police 
after City Council members 
sidestepped a request for state 
intervention in stalemated talks 
Monday night and told their chief 
negotiator to return to the table. 

Stumbling over two unresolved pay 
issues, the president of the Upland 
Police Officers Assoc. urged a special 
session of the council to allow a 
mediator to intercede. 

Following a 40 minute discussion 
behind closed doors, council members 
ignored the request and directed their 
negotiator back to the table after 
giving her new, undisclosed 
instructions. 

Mayor John McCarthy assured the 
association president, ‘‘we did give 

(Personnel Director Mary Ann Reiss) 
direction,’’ on the disputed items. 

“T take this as a good omen,”’ police 
association PresidentEd Gray said 


afterwards. 
A declaration of impasse will be 
postponed ee the outcome of new 


talks, he said. 
Gray told the council talks had 
reached an im last Tuesday after 


the city’s negotiator had rejected a 
counter-proposal over a pay issue, the 
only monetary item among seven 

ining points. Agreement had been 
reached on all but two. 

Police had asked for a flat one-time 
pre-Christmas bonus of $120 for each of 
40 patrolmen and 10 detectives, a cash 
payment for a non-taxable uniform 
allowance. 

The city had initially proposed a one- 
time bonus of 5 percent of one month’s 
salary, on which the city would pay 34 
cents per dollar in benefits.

Pedestrian safety record honored 


Upland’s pedestrian safety record in 
1981, without a single pedestrian 
fatality and five pedestrians injured, 
was better than 437 cities of similar 
size nationwide, an auto club said. 

That record was honored by the 
American Automobile Association, 
presenting the city with the 
association’s 43rd annual Pedestrian 
Protection Program award on last 
week. 

The AAA program recognizes cities 
and states that contribute to lowering 
pedestrian fatality and injury rates, 
explained Dave Condit, assistant 


manager of the club’s Upland office. 
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city modified its offer. The city instead 
proposed the same 5 percent of salary, 
but renamed it a uniform allowance, 
saving itself benefit obligations. 

“We're not that far apart,” Gray 
said. “‘What we propose is not going to 
break the city. They are stonewalling, 
and trying to force our hands.” 

The police association president 
earlier had predicted the council would 
deny his request and take unilateral - 
action, implementing its pay plan 
without the officers’ and agents’ 
agreement. 

Had that happened, Gray said an 
unfair labor practice charge was 
considered. “They think we’re kidding, 
but we expect to be treated fairly.” 

At the outset of bargaining last 
spring, police proposed a 9 percent 
cost-of-living increase, after receiving 
a 7% percent raise the year before, 
Gray said. 


Police did not reach agreement in 
1981, when the council did impose a 
unilateral wage package. 

Only one of the city’s four employee 
bargaining units, excluding firemen in 
the final year of a multi-year pact, 
have successfully negotiated wage 
talks for fiscal 1982-83. The largest 
group, 120 general employees, have not 
started talks pending a second election 
next Tuesday to determine the 
exclusive bargaining association. 


Offiers of a similar one-time cash 
bonus, other non-monetary pay issues 
such as vacation time or use of city 
vehicles, and a mid-year salary 
reopener, were made to each of the 
three employee units holding talks. 

The total cost, assuming the general 
employees also accept the 5 percent 
bonus, is $30,000, Reiss estimated. 

Mid-managers reached a tentative 
agreement last Tuesday, chief 
bargainer John Wisz said. 


Committee “has an open ear to 
citizens,” and are responsive to 
complaints of traffic hazards.

As of October 1982, Upland has again 
recorded no pedestrain fatalities, but

Pre-paid health care 
available for family pets

It’s the equivalent of a Kaiser plan 
for Spot or Fluffy. 

Every member of the household, 
including cats and dogs, can now be 
re by a pre-paid pet health care 


pian. - 

As is true of human medicine, ever- 
more sophisticated veterinary 
treatment is available for animal 
ailments, but its cost has not 
diminished with the size of the patient. 

Even the most devoted animal owner 
is often reluctant to pay for human- 
sized bills when Rover’s hip is 
"titi by a motorist or Fifi’s liver 

ails. 

One alternative is euthanasia. 

The second is an innovative health 
care plan for pets. It covers lab work 
and surgery, plus routine preventive 
services such as vaccinations and 
neutering. 

“People are not financially prepared 
to deal with their animals’ (problems. ) 
They are very attached to them, but 
not to the tune of the $300,” said 
Meredith S. Bird, assistant 
administrator of the Central 
Veterinary Hospital in Upland. 

Central Veterinary Group’s other 
eee are located in Montclair and 
Pedley. After beginning in Montclair in 

1973 with a single employee and two 





fulltime vets and 40 other employees. 

Only 10 of the 22,300 animals Central 
counts among its i sorte clientele are 
covered by its just initiated pre-paid 
health care plan. Dogs’ fees are $75 a 
year; cats’ costs are $60. 

The first client covered was a five 
month old black-and-tan female 
Rottweiler named Kit, owned by a 
Chino resident. 

A few other local animal hospitals 
have similar plans, such as Baseline 
Animal Hospital in Rancho 
Cucamonga. There owner Darrell 
Robinson quit his independent health 
care contracts in favor of a statewide 
pet insurance plan. 

Extending preventive veterinary 
care a step further, state licensed 
Veterinary Pet Insurance has been 
offered in California since April. 

More than 700 veterinarians are 
shareholders of the Garden Grove 
insurer, that has paid $31,400 in claims 
among its 6,000 subscribers since 
organizing, Veterinary Pet Insurance 
president Jack Ste said. 

Several West Valley veterinarians, 
including Joseph Tobiska of Fontana 
and Pomona’s David Kolde, were early 
supporters, he said.
